The Customer is Always 
Wrong? 


Y HOST was a mature man, long in the service 

of his church and his Lord. He carried the bur- 

den of the kingdom upon his heart and rejoiced that 

he had been able to serve the church in many ways. 

“But | sometimes think that our entire policy of 

administration is wrong,” he said. “In my office we 

have always taken seriously the slogan of business that 

‘the customer is always right. It seems to me _ that 

so far as my own church is concerned we believe that 
‘the customer is always wrong.’ 

“Years ago the company I represent developed a 
potato digger. We thought that it would save many 
thousands of work hours. Sales were slow and we 
began to get complaints about the quality of the dig- 
ger. Farmers said that its efficiency was too low. It 
left too many potatoes in the ground. 

“One influential man on our board said that farmers 
were stubborn and opposed to new ideas. But some 
of the rest of us reasoned that there might be some 
truth in the criticisms. The majority of directors were 
on our side and we voted to send a representative to 
visit a complaining farmer to see how just his criticisms 
were. 

“This man was back in a few weeks. He told us just 
what was the trouble. It was with our digger, not the 
farmers. We corrected the machine and have enjoyed 
splendid sales from that time. We won because we 
assumed that the customer was right. 
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“But I have never seen this philosophy in my church. 
If the pews are not filled the church board assumes 
that it is because the members are unfaithful to their 
duty. No one suggests that the services might be im- 
proved to make a more popular appeal. 

“If we get some delinquent members we insist it is 
because these people do not appreciate the work which 
we are doing. 

“If our every member canvasses are unsuccessful it 
is because our members lack a sense of stewardship. 
Nobody ever suggests that we might try a_ better 
method of securing pledges, or put more emphasis on 
stewardship education. 

“No, it is the customer who is always wrong. 

“I have wondered what might happen if we would 
decide that the fault might lie elsewhere. Suppose the 
minister was humble enough to agree that it was his 
preaching, not the reception of it which was at fault; 
assume that the choir would seek to see how it could 
better its program, or perhaps the trustees would try a 
little harder to make the church building a more pleas- 
ant place. It might work wonders. It usually does in 
business. 

“Perhaps it is because I am no theologian that I raise 
the question. I have heard it said many times that all 
men are sinners. This phrase seems axiomatic with 
churches. I wonder if it is axiomatic with God. Jesus 
invited more often than he condemned. He found good 
in people where others had failed to do so. Perhaps we 
would do better by insisting that there is some of God 
in individuals rather than accusing everyone of being 
a sinner. 

“At least this philosophy worked in selling potato

Church Clubs for Divorcees 


egnstesin clubs for divorcees? Why not? We read 
in the liturgy that marriage is a holy institution, 
instituted by God, regulated by his commandments 
and blessed by our Lord Jesus Christ. Divorces are 
not usually blessed by the Church even though some 
of them should be. Naturally every Christian minister 
laments the high divorce rate and views, with alarm, 
any tendency toward the breakdown of the family. 

But the Church attitude on divorce has officially 
been negative. We have protested divorce, legislated 
against it, and have placed restrictions against the 
remarriage of divorcees. But the simple, realistic fact 
is that the number of men and women who have freed 
themselves from the marriage bonds has grown and 
grown. 

The Piedmont Presbyterian Church, Portland, Ore- 
gon, recently joined a very small group of churches 
which has organizations for those who have been di- 
vorced. It was started by a woman of the congrega- 
tion who wrote a note saying that the divorced would 
much prefer social contacts in the church to those in 
the bars. An announcement of the organization of a 
club was made and more than one hundred people 
asked to join the organization. 

Regardless of the causes of divorce, divorcees are 
still people. They face serious problems in the read- 
justment of their lives. Having found life difficult they 
are seeking social and spiritual security, at least many 
of them are. To what organization shall they best 
turn? Why not to the Church? 

Legislation by State and Church may prevent di- 
vorce but it cannot prevent marital unhappiness. Both 
Church and State need to give more attention to the 
preparation for marriage than to the tightening of re- 
quirements for divorce. We need more Christian fam- 
ilies who see the social requirements for a happy mar- 
riage, more ministers who can give serious counseling 
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to those seeking marriage, and in the State we need 
uniform state laws for marriage and divorce. 

Of course, these church clubs cannot do all these 
things. But they can offer help to groups of men and 
women who are seeking to reconstruct their lives after 
some unpleasant experiences. Here is where your 
church may be of help.

How Much Money do 
the Churches Get? 


IGURES on church giving are always inconclusive 

If you don't think so try to find some authority for 
the total giving to Protestantism, or the over-all giving 
to the various religious groups. We make some edi- 
torial allowance for projection on any figures we re- 
ceive, But we were not prepared for the wide difference 
in two figures from the same source. 

The National Council of Churches in a release dated 
September 6, 1955, advises that the total giving to all 
the religious bodies in the United States in 1954 ex- 
ceeded two billion dollars. On the other hand Eugene 
Carson Blake, president of the National Council, has 
an article in Look, dated September 20, 1955, in which 
he states that the over-all giving to all religious bodies 
in that year was more than three billion dollars. 

Evide ntly the president of the National Council of 
Churches and its statistician should sit down together 
and try to reconcile one billion dollars. That amount 
of money “ain't hay.”

DO not suppose that many of you read the poetry 
| of Lord Tennyson today. Most of you know, how- 
ever, that his life was almost broken in 1833, when his 
brilliant young college friend, Arthur Hallam, died sud- 
denly at the early age of twenty-three. Hallam was en- 
gaged to Tennyson's sister Emily. And in his poem, In 
Memoriam, the poet describes how gloomy was their 
first Christmas after Hallam’s bright spirit was no 
longer there. 

With trembling fingers did we weave 
The holly round the Christmas hearth; 
A rainy cloud possessed the earth 

And sadly fell our Christmas Eve. 

But then, through his faith in the God of love, he rose 
above his sorrow and went on to write these glowing 
lines: 

Rise, happy morn, rise, holy morn, 
Draw forth the cheerful day from night; 
O Father, touch the east, and light 

The light that shone when Hope was born. 

Years later, in talking to a friend, Tennyson said, “To 
feel that God is by my side just as much as you are, that 
is the very joy of my heart.” 

Once again it is Chistmas, and I am afraid that it 
finds many folk somewhat cheerless, indifferent, and 
certainly far from enthusiastic. During recent years 
even Christian people have allowed themselves to be 
caught in the doldrums and are taking a very somber 
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view of life. Many of them have become passive reflec- 
tors of the mood that surrounds them, They have been 
appalled by the way in which people neglect or mis- 
handle religion, by the irresponsibility of public serv- 
ants entrusted with the nation’s resources and destiny, 
by the lack of moral stamina in social life; and they feel 
that they are stranded lucklessly in a sinful age against 
which God’s word of rebuke has been spoken. 

But all this is not new. The world in which Jesus 
found himself nineteen and one-half centuries ago 
was a downcast world—old, weary, and out of sorts. 
People had fashioned their own gods, but these proved 
to be inadequate to meet life’s staggering emergencies 
and had let them down with a sickening jolt. Here and 
there the Stoics were putting on a bold show, but it was 
merely a false front to cover the agony of their despair. 
Wherever people met, the conversation was about “the 
good old days” and the alarming increase of moral lax- 
ity and social decay. Then suddenly into that sad and

Here, in a first-hand report, we invite 


the readers of Church Management to 


Meet the Church Business Manager 


William H. Leach* 


T MUST be a dull life,” said my acquaintance 

when I told him I published a magazine called 
Church Management. “Nothing ever happens to 
churches.” How far from the truth he was. The past 
generation has been one of changing concepts in 
churches. We come to the present time with new ideas 
concerning pastoral work, church administration, 
Christian education, church building and other things. 
There has been a constant change and growth in 
church ideas since our first issue. 

The Federal Council of Churches was a small, quite 
unappreciated organization in 1924; now as the Na- 
tional Council of Churches, it is fully staffed and 
exercises a national influence, not alone in church 
areas but in social and political life. The direction of 
Christian education was more or less a curiosity at 
that time. Church architecture was still resting upon 
the designs of days gone by; there was no concept of 
our modern functional church building. A few minis- 
ters had personal secretaries, but a church staff for 


® Editor, Church Management and church building consultant 
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administration was unknown. Assistant ministers were 
small replicas of their seniors, dividing the responsi- 
bility for pastoral work. Church accounting was still 
largely done in the home of the financial secretary. 
And there was no such thing as a church business 
manager. 

I thought of these things as I sat in a group at Lake 
Junaluska, North Carolina. 
known as church business managers, executive secre-

taries, or financial secretaries of their churches were 
there to compare notes and gain ideas. I was there to 
sit in, counsel, and learn just what makes a church 
business manager. I learned plenty. I had the feeling 
that I was in on the birth of a new profession in our 
Protestant church administration. 

Every reader of this magazine has been conscious 
that the larger churches, products of the new Ameri- 
can prosperity, have been hiring men as church busi- 
ness managers. In the office of Church Management 
we have been noticing the increasing number of sub- 
scriptions ordered by the “business manager of the

church.” I did not know, and I still do not know, how 
many such offices there are in our churches. But it 
seemed to be one of the inevitable professions to as- 
sure orderly procedures in our churches. 

\ precedent had been established in the organization 
of Reformed Judaism. It has its National Association 
of Temple Secretaries. Many of these are on our sub- 
scription lists, and some have written for us. Webb 
Garrison, staff member of the Department of General 
Church School Work of the Methodist Church, told 
me that his denomination now has more than one 
managers for local churches.

Church Budget and Finance 

In every instance this subject had preference. It 
consumed more of the manager's time than any other 
duty. In one instance the formal report stated that 
seventy-five percent of the individual's time was given 
to this work. According to a woman serving as financial 
secretary, church building control was second, taking 
only ten percent of the time. Another reply, this one 
by a man who had the title of business manager, stated 
that he gave seventy percent of his time to finance, 
building control again taking but ten percent. Practi 
cally all of the others placed finance the highest on the 
list in respect to the time consumed. 

This work of finance includes the direction of the 
annual budget, the every member canvass, the ac- 
counting of the funds, and all the duties incident 


These were: 
What are they supposed to do? 
Just how have they been prepared for their work? 
How much of a field will be offered in the future 
for those who wish to enter this new profession? 
How do churches go about securing competent 
managers? 

Before we take these up one by one, let’s be clear on 
one thing. The work of those attending this conference 
ran in parallel lines. But there was no uniformity of 
title. Most of the women were called financial secre- 
taries, or church secretaries. The men more often had 
the title of business manager. But from a formal sur- 
the duties seemed very much the same.

GEORGE H. SMITH, DEAN OF CHURCH BUSINESS MANAGERS 
Church Street Methodist Church, Knoxville, Tennessee 


So far as we know, Mr. Smith is the first full-time business manager that 
has been employed in a Protestant local church. He took this position in 
1933 in a church with $395,000 indebtedness. He feels that the work of the 
church business manager is stimulating and holds many rewarding associa- 
tions with people. But the person considering such a profession should ask 
himself, ‘‘Can | dedicate myself to this task?’’ and ‘Can I be loyal to this 
institution?” 

By dedication, Mr. Smith means the giving of one’s life to the institution 
and its related interests. By loyalty, he means the complete devotion to the 
institution. These are qualities that must spring from the human heart, and 
Mr. Smith feels that this condition makes the role of the church business 
manager a profession rather than just a job. If one possesses these quali- 
ties combined with such collateral qualities as dependability and common 
sense, then he need not be a genius fo fill the role of the church business 
manager. His years in this profession will have many golden hours.

Taking the facts from the scripture story, 
I have allowed my imagination to fill in the details and 
use the results as a dialogue story on Christmas Sun- 
day. The facts are: 

Luke only tells of the incident at the inn of Beth- 
lehem. We assume, then, that he received the account 
first hand, or at least from some source different from 
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that used by Matthew. Luke says in his pretace that 
“many have undertaken to ele: a narrative of the 
things which have been accomplished among us,” and 
that he is trying to write the true account. He likely 
heard the story and then, being a good reporter, tried 
to trace it down. 

However, according to most authorities, Luke did 
not write his account before 60 A.D. and according to 
Goodspeed the work did not appear until 90 A.D. Thus

apaeon busy U. S. highway 41, past which many cars 
travel each day stands Ascension Lutheran Church, 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin. Each year many people pause 
to observe the displays on the church lawn during the 
Advent and Lenten seasons. 

The Advent display last year centered around a 
Nativity painting. A commercial display company cop- 
ied the painting from a Christmas card which had been 
sent to the pastor. The painting was then anchored to 
a pipe framework. Also attached to this framework 
were the mock organ pipes, the large candles, and 
the metal dossal curtain. 

This background was the setting for a white wooden 
altar with Bible, cross, and violet parament on which 
was the great Advent theme, “O Come, Immanuel.” 
Six choir boys stood behind two chancel rails, and two 


12 


16-toot red candles served as a frame for the entire 
display. 

To bring out the full impact of the display during 
the evening hours, a number of spotlights were in- 
stalled. The flames of the red candles were lighted with 
incandescent bulbs. 

Before and after Sunday services, mid-week Advent 
services, and the four Christmas candlelight concerts, 
recordings of the Ascension choirs were played over 
an outdoor public address system to provide atmos- 
phere for the display. 

The project was assigned to the Ascension Brother- 
hood for execution. Members of the committee drew 
up blueprints and gave the individual parts of the 
total display to various members of the Brotherhood 
to be constructed in their homes. One man was in

veil was placed over the cross as at center. At dawn on Easter the veil was removed and the words “Christ is Risen“ 


were placed on the cross. 


charge of clearing all bills and materials. 

The assistance of Boy Scout Troop 11 at Ascension 
was obtained, and Ralph Ruehle, scoutmaster, accepted 
the responsibility of designing and making six choir 
boy forms of plywood. Mrs. Delford Lynn, a member 
of the Ascension Sunday School staff, painted the 


figures in accordance w ith the habit of the Ascension 


Junior Choir. 

The various parts of the display were brought to- 
gether in the attic of the church, where they were 
painted and finished. The type of ingenuity which was 
shown in the construction process is indicated by the 
method of making the Bible on the altar. 

An old telephone directory was shaped to the proper 
form and then shellacked to give the impression of an 
open Bible. The Christmas story according to the Gos- 
pel of Saint Luke was then imprinted on the open 
pages. The focal point of the display, a large altar 
painting of the nativity scene, was done by Erv Schweig 
of the Carl Thelin Co. 

Ascension has utilized its church yard for effective 
displays since Lent, 1951. At that time a 16-foot white 
cross was erected on the church lawn with the words 
— on it, “Is it Nothing to You All Ye Who Pass 
By?” On Good Friday a black veil was placed on the 
cross, which was re moved at dawn on Easter to reveal 
the words, “Christ Is Risen!” 

The following Advent a large wreath and four can- 
dles appeared on the lawn. The wreath of a wooden 
frame with wire meshing was stuffed with evergreen 
sprigs. On the wreath was written the great theme of 
Advent and Christmas, “O Come, Immanuel.” The first 
week of Advent one candle was lighted. Each succed- 
ing week an additional candle was lighted to signify 
the four weeks in Advent. 
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The next Brotherhood project was the Lent, 1952, 
display. A 12-foot portrait of the head of Christ was 
painted by Erv Schweig of the Carl Thelin Co. Several 
brotherhood members constructed ; 1 pipe frame for 
the picture and stuffed secalianed wire containers 
with arbor vitae sprigs as a border for the portrait. It 
was illuminated at night by four colored spotlights. 
At the top of the picture was a lighted shadow box 
in which appeared the theme, “Follow Thou Me.” Two 
years later this same display was made use of again, 
this time under the the me, “Come Unto Me.” 

The pipe frame was constructed by pouring con- 
crete around pipes inserted two feet under the ground. 
The pipe framework was then fitted into them. This 
was found to be an excellent way to offset the wind 
problem which occurs in placing such a large display 
on the church lawn. When the display was dismantled, 
caps were placed over the underground pipes at the 
surface of the lawn.

Russian Church Visitors 


Quite the most interesting event in the last quarter 
was the visit, at the invitation of the British Council of 
Churches, of certain Russian church leaders, Greek 
Orthodox and Baptist, to London. 

There is however a feeling of disappointment that 
this could have occurred with nothing impressive re- 
sulting in regard to the preservation of world peace 
and the part the churches should play in it. The Pax 
Christi League of Great Britain, fearing some bathos 
to this situation, addressed a solemn memorial to the 
Archbishop of Canterbury in the following terms: 


The Council and Signatories of the Pax Christi League 
of Great Britain, some two thousand members of many 
Christian denominations, Protestant and Catholic, desire 
most reverently to urge upon Your Grace the grave 
necessity of sounding the opinions of your visitors from 
Russia upon the prospect of concerted action by the 
Russian, British and American, and other European 
churches for the preservation of world peace. 

We desire to call attention to: 

The three appeals for such cooperation addressed to 
the West by the churches of Russia in 1948, 1950, 1952 
Whatever the limitations of those appeals, they form a 
basis of approach on this occasion to our Russian visitors 

We believe that a sound scriptural basis for such ac- 
tion being the bounden duty of the Church in all its 
forms, is to be found in our Lord’s Prayer recorded in 
John 17. Here, by his impassioned supplication “That 
they may be one, “ prayer for unity of love (not of 
theology or church policy ) and his conviction that such 
unity would cause “the world to believe” and “the 
world to know,” Christ presents his people with a 
technique of victory for his gospel over the world.

The risk taken by such bold action is minute com 
pared with the certain disaster that World War would 
now bring to all churches and to the gospel itself. 

The effect for good upon world evangelism of such a 
visible unity of the people of Christ would not only in it- 
self be a master achievement of all history but would 
make such a new bond of fellowship across the great 
historical fissures as would lead to an entirely new imple- 
mentation of the Holy Catholic Church -the one body 
of Christ.

The Minister and the Board 


Orva Lee Ice 


The establishment of good relationships between the 
minister and the official board is essential to the success 


of the church program. 


ANY ministers who are excel- 

lent preachers are constantly 
obliged to move along to other 
pastorates because they do not have 
the ability to get along with their 
church officers. Many who are hum- 
ble and pious men often find that 
they are ignored by the church 
boards, and their judgments and 
opinions given little recognition. 
Many who know their Bibles very 
well have little knowledge of how 
to deal with the men who are lead- 
ers in the church. As someone put 
it, “It will help the preacher more 
to know how to rub the fur the right 
way, than to know how many ani- 
mals there were in the ark.” Besides 
preaching ability, humility, 
knowledge of the scripture, the min- 
ister needs tact. He needs to be as 
wise as the serpent and as harmless 
as a dove, but he cannot be harmless 
as a dove unless he has wisdom. A 


and 


man may be as good as an angel and 
yet bring the devil to pay to his 
church. 

The minister must be the best in- 
formed man in the work and _pro- 
gram of his church, and to make a 
successful church he must have the 
technique of getting his plans ac- 
cepted and articulated by his church 
boards. His task is to get good ideas 
across to those in authority. If he 
succeeds in getting acceptance of 
his plans and selling them to his 
officers, other things being equal, he 
is a successful pastor. Here are some 
suggestions. 

1. Never bring up a cold, surprise 
proposition for the board to act up- 
on. In the first place, it must then 
depend upon you as the sole spon- 
sor. You have no allies. It will take 
time for explanation, and provoke 
long debate and discussion. This

irritates tired men who have already 
given a long day to their own work, 
and their impatience prejudices the 
case. Any worthwhile plan should be 
warmed over with the chairman and 
responsible members of the board. 
Discuss it with your leaders long be- 
fore it is introduced. In this early 
counsel its safety and weaknesses 
are discovered. Many a good plan 
has been sunk by one tiny hole that 
could have been mended by closer 
inspection and more careful investi- 
gation. No minister, however clever, 
should imagine himself wise enough 
to run a church alone, without coun- 
sel. The men to be counseled with 
have grown up with the church, 
they know its history and have seen 
plans fail and succeed. Not all of 
your officers are as dull as the dea- 
con who objected to the new pas- 
tor’s plan celebrating — the 
church’s centennial because it had 
never been before in his 
church. In the multitude of counse- 
lors there is safety for the minister 
and for his plan. 

2. Perhaps we should have begun 
by suggesting that you yourself 
should never present a proposition 
to your board. When this is done, it 
becomes your plan and you are 
identified with it. Some people re- 
sent an idea just because somebody 
else suggested it. Some take occa- 
sion to square personal accounts by

DEAN OF AMERICAN FUND RAISERS 

Still active in supervising his farm 
in Brooke County, West Virginia and 
presiding at the board meetings of 
the Wells Organizations, Chicago, is 
the grand old man of American fund 
raising, F. Herbert Wells. Mr. Wells is 
credited as being the creator of mod- 
ern fund raising methods. In 1904 he 
began his experiments with ‘team 
fund raising’’ which was to supplant 
the old method of ‘‘meeting shake- 
downs.’ In 1910 he formed a part- 
nership with Charles Sumner Ward. 
He assisted Ward in ihe organization 
of the $100,000,000 Red Cross Cam- 
paign in 1917 and in the United War 
Work Campaign of 1918, both of 
which played such a large part in 
World War I. 

Taking two associates, these men 
formed the first fund-raising com- 
pany. Wells succeeded Ward as pres- 
ident at the latter’s death in 1929. 

A delightful man to meet, a clear 
thinker in his field of activity and a 
loyal churchman, Mr. Wells has been 
called the man who made a philan- 
thropist out of the common man. He is 
the father of Lewis G. Wells who now 
heads the largest fund raising agency 
serving churches throughout the Eng- 
lish speaking world.

attracted about 300. 

Following the pattern of previous 
campaigns, O.C.W. campaigners 
lived in “families” on church prem- 
ises, each with a commandant, 
quartermaster, and cook.

Y.M.C.A. 100 Years Old 


S. Knox Cunningham, M.D., in 
the Christian World, London, on the 
Y.M.C.A. centenary conference in 
Paris, in August, writes thus: 

During the past century the 

Young Men’s Christian Association 

-at first British and European and 

now worldwide—has pioneered much 

commendable even startling work, 
but also has evolved forms of part- 
nership which are both new and 
effective. The spirit of such partner- 
ship was summed up early in the 
movement's history when ninety-nine 
very young men from Y.M.C.A.'s in

Above all, the picture of Jesus 
is slowly but winsomely drawn. As 
the writers confess. “It is essential 
to bear in mind that we are studying 
a person, and that we miss the sole 
object of the Gospels if we lose sight 
of him. . . . The New Testament 
does not eclipse the person, Jesus. 
by technical details nor vet lose him 
in doctrinal interpretation.”

publisher have made this available 
today that English readers might be 
able to benefit from the light this 
ancient version casts upon the Bible. 
The LXX is older than any extant 
Hebrew text. even though the Dead 
Sea scrolls have greatly modified the 
situation that existed a few years 
ago. It is particularly important that 
we have this help in reconstructing 
the original text that was consider- 
ably amended by the rabbis in the 
second century, A.D. It must be 
added, however, that the LXX text 
is quite as uncertain as is the He- 
brew, since with the exception of 
the Pentateuch portion, the LXX 
text has been badly corrupted. 
Christians can scarcely overlook 
the importance of the LXX_ since 
the appearance of the Old Testa- 
ment in the common Greek (Koine ) 
of the ancient world was a vital sten 
toward the preparation of that world 
to receive the message of the Mes- 
siah. It is also significant that nearly 


all Old Testament citations in the

cerning the quality of the material 
presented on its pages. 

Since it would be hard to make 
selections from this list of distin- 
guished preachers, I give the possi- 
ble reader of the book an idea of its 
content by recording here the names 
of the authors of the first six ser 
mons: Ralph J. Bunche, George A. 
Buttrick, Henry Hitt Crane, Louis 
H. Evans, Harry Emerson Fosdick 
and J. Wallace Hamilton. In the pre- 
face Dr. Motter calls attention to 
the fact that geographically the 
twenty-five contributors, with one 
exception, come from every section 
of the United States, and that de 
nominationally they come from nine 
religious bodies. It would be hard 
to make a collection of sermons 
which would give a more complete 
cross-section of American preaching. 

The range of the sermon-topics is 
naturally large. The title of the ser- 
mon by Bishop Richard C. Raines 
is “Take Your Share,” and the idea 
is based on the words from Second 
Timothy: “Take your share of suf- 
fering ... for the Gospel ...in the 
Power of God.” Liston Pope, dean 
of the Yale Divinity School begins 
his sermon on “The Truth that 
Makes Men Free” as follows: “The 
Liberty Bell in Philadelphia has en- 
graved on its side a verse from the 
Book of Leviticus: ‘Proclaim liberty 
throughout all the land unto all the 
inhabitants thereof.’ Over the portals 
of the Town Hall in New York City 
is inscribed a verse from the Gospel 
according to St. John: ‘Ye shall 
know the truth, and the truth shall 
make you free.” The subject 
Samuel M. Shoemaker’s sermon 
“World Neighbors.” and _ that 
Robert J. McCracken “In Quest 
a Vital Religion.” 

Dr. Motter mentions the Sunday 
Evening Club’s wide radio audience. 
This brings up a matter which is 
really painful to me. Back in the 
davs of the consulship of Herbert 
Hoover I stumbled on the broad- 
cast of the Sunday Evening Club 
and for the rest of that season every 
Sunday night I listened to it with 
avidity, enthusiasm and profit. The 
next fall the sound waves from Or- 
chestra Hall did not reach the West 


Virginia Hills and I have never been 
able to catch a whisper of them 
since, although I have tried scores 
of times. Reading the fine sermons 
in Great Preaching Today gives me 
a keen sense of loss in not being 
able to listen in to The Sunday Eve- 
ning Club as I once did. If its noble 
ministry could be made accessible 
over a wider range, its scope and in- 
Huence would be multiplied and its 
usefulness enhanced.

THE WHOLE ARMOR OF GOD 
by Ralph W. Sockman. Abingdon 
Press. 78 pages. $1.00. 

Often it is the function of a re- 
viewer of a given book to introduce 
its author to the reading public. 
This is not the case when the vol- 
ume under consideration has been 
written by the minister of Christ 
Church of New York City. This is 
Dr. Sockman’s seventeenth book, 
and his distinguished career as the 
preacher of the National Radio Pul- 
pit has made him known to an even 
larger number of American people. 
Consequently, it might suffice here 
to announce another volume bear- 
ing the Sockman name. The Whole 
Armor of God is an attractive little 
book with contents highly tvpical of 
its author. 

As can be inferred from its title, 
it is based on Ephesians 6:14-17. 
The seven chapters are essentially 
sermons, and especially good ones. 
The thought which stands at the 
center of them is that with the armor 
of God we can protect soul, mind, 
and spirit from the worst that life 
can offer. The following sentence 
gives the outline of the sermon on 
“The Shield of Faith.” “And now 
along with a protecting calm and a 
protecting conscience the shield of 
faith gives a protecting courage.” 
The second paragraph of “The 
Sword of the Spirit” gives further 
insight into the nature and message 
of the book as a whole. “The first 
five parts of the armor are for the 
protection of the wearer. The girdle 
of truth, the breastplate of right- 
eousness, the sandals of peace, the 
shield of faith, the helmet of hope 
all these are designed for defensive 
action. But the sword is a weapon 
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also for offensive action. The Chris- 
tian is called not only to withstand 
evil, but also to fight for the good.” 
This little book will help its readers 
to stand more firmly and to fight 
better the good fight of faith. It is 
Dr. Sockman at his best.

The provocative Professor of So- 
cial Sciences at the University of 
Chicago has written another book 
that deserves the same enthusiastic 
response that greeted the publica- 
tion of The Lonely Crowd in 1950. 
This latest book, ranges 
far more widely and gives the read- 
er an exciting visit with the brilliant 
mind of David Riesman. It is a col- 
lection of thirty essays, describing 
in an original and live ly manner, the

various aspects of life as it is lived 
in contemporary American society. 

The essays are divided into seven 
groups which serve to give them 
some sense of unity, but they poke 


into so many corners of life that a 


listing of the seven themes cannot 


begin to indicate the rich variety of 
the book’s contents. The groupings 
are under the titles: Individualism, 
Minorities, Culture, Veblen, Freud, 
Totalitarianism, Problems of Method 
in the Social Sciences. 

Under these headings, the essays 
range from a Philosophy for Minor- 
ity Living to Listening to Popular 
Music, from Intellectual Freedom to 
Recreation, from Bookworms to The 
Nylon War. This latter essay is a 
most clever and delightful satire on 
the ways of war. He imagines that 
our country has decided to substi- 
tute gadgets instead of bombs in a 
raid on Russia. The confusion of the 
enemy that results when our planes 
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begin dropping washing machines 
radios, wrist-watches, toys, lipsticks, 
and all the varied surplus of our 
capitalistic economy is a riot of a 
story. 

Professor Riesman reveals himselt 
to be an unclassified thinker about 
our social scene. His positions cut 
across traditional lines. He delights 
one as he punctures some _ position 
that the reader happens also to ab- 
hor, but the delight is short-lived 
when he turns around and startles 
the reader by demolishing most 
thoroughly one of his own pet ideas. 
His insights are always fresh even if 
sometimes unexpected. Just) when 
vou think he is going 
straight over the plate, you get the 
trickiest imaginable. And 
everything—everything that has to 
do with the American character and 
the rapidly changing social scene is 
grist for his mill. 

Reading this book is a pleasantly 
disturbing and refreshingly startling 
experience. It helps one to know

Negro Slave Songs in the United 
States by Mark Miles Fisher. Cornell 
University Press. 223 pages. $4.00. 

This is a doctor’s dissertation revised 
and edited for publication, in which the 
author, himself a Negro, gives a new 
account of the beginnings of the spiritu- 
als and other Negro slave songs. His 
thesis quickly is that these came not 
out of a sense of comfort in time of 
trouble but as signs of protest, revolt, 
and longing to escape from slavery. As 
the Africans had used song to declare 
their history, so the slaves in this coun- 
try developed their songs to portray his- 
torical fact and mood. 

As a student in the University of Chi- 
cago Fisher first decided that the spiri- 
tuals were not just musical forms 
Knowing of the use of song by Africans, 
he developed his thesis that in this 
country too the songs came out of con- 
temporary experience as the revelation 
of that experience. So he takes certain 
spirituals as examples, and discusses 
each in most thorough fashion. Among 
these are “Sinner, Please” and “Look 
What a Wunder Jesus Done,” neither 
of them too familiar to whites or Ne- 
“Steal Away”, 


His first ch: :pter on the history in Ne- 
gro music sets his thesis, illustrated then 
by succeeding chapters. His final chap- 
ter on “Understanding  Spirituals” 
should be placed in a magazine article 
to be available to many readers who 
would not otherwise find it in this vol- 
ume.

angel song, “Fear not: for, behold I 
bring you good tidings of great joy 
which shall be to all people.” And 
from then onwards, as the pages of 
the New Testament indicate, there 


| grew with ever increasing contagion 





| this deep sense of joy. Indeed the 


words “rejoice” and “joy” occur over 
fifty times in the writings of Paul 
and in the Gospels. The disciples 
returned with joy from their first 
adventure in declaring the good 
news to men, Jesus spoke of the joy 
experienced in heaven when one 
lost sinner repented and embraced 
salvation. The first Easter sent the 
little company of disciples back to 
Jerusalem “with great joy.” Paul 
gave the Galatians a list of the fruits 
of the spirit and second in order 
was joy. Then, as the great drama 
of the New Testament closes, Saint 
John the Divine sees a vision of all 
the redeemed in heaven singing joy- 
fully: “Blessing, and honor, and 
glory, and power, be unto the Lamb 
forever and ever.” 

Now, if our Christianity today is 
not joyous, it is not real. James S.
